DECISION OF CHAIRMAN FLEMING JOINED BY COMMISSIONER GIBBONS AND
COMMISSIONER BERG

NATURE OF THE CASE

On March 13, 2020, Local Liquor Control Commissioner Shannon Trotter issued a Refusal to
Renew the licenses issued to LAT’S Inc. 1. The basis of that refusal was that LAT’S Inc. 1 filed
a Change of Officers application indicating Alonzo Jones is the current President of LAT’S Inc.
1. The Change of Officers application filed by Mr. Jones was denied by the Local Liquor Control

Commission because Alonzo Jones has a felony conviction.

This matter was heard simultaneously with 20 LA 03 addressing the denial of the Change of
Officers application. The License Appeal Commission has reversed the denial of the Change of
Officers Tavern License application having found Alonzo Jones has been sufficiently

rehabilitated to warrant the public trust.



DECISION

Since the sole basis for the Refusal to Renew no longer exists, the Refusal to Renew is Reversed.

Pursuant to Section 154 of the Illinois Liquor Control Act, a petition for rehearing may be filed with this
Commission within TWENTY (20) days after service of this order. The date of the mailing of this order
is deemed to be the date of service. If any party wishes to pursue an administrative review action in the

Circuit Court, the petition for rehearing must be filed with this Commission within TWENTY (20) days

after service of this order as such petition is a jurisdictional prerequisite to the administrative review.
